We clip the following from the 
Cameron Herald, edited by Hon. 
O. F. McAnally, a member of the 
last legislature. 
Brazos and Milam 
counties are affectedly the law in 
the same way: 
The law passed at the late session 
of the legislature relative to public 
weighers is amendatory of the old 
law. 
In every city which receives 
annually one hundred 
thousand 
bales of cotton on sale or for ship­ 
ment, the governor is required to 
appoint 
five 
public 
weighers. 
This provision of the 
law does 
not effect Milam county. 
In coun­ 
ties like this, the commissioners’ 
court, when presented with a peti­ 
tion signed by a majorty of the 
qualified voters of any justice pre­ 
cinct in their county praying for 
the appointment or election of pub­ 
lic weighers for said precinct, shall 
appoint or order to be elected at 
the next general election one or 
more suitable persons for public 
weighers 
for such precinct, 
the 
court determining the number of 
weighers needed. 
A majority of 
the qualified voters will fie deter­ 
mined by the vote for governor at 
the last 
general election 
The 
weighers are elected as other pre­ 
cinct officers and they m ust be 
qualified voters in the precinct or 
city in which they are to serve. 
The tenure of office is two years. 
No person interested in the sale or 
purchase of cotton, grain, or other 
produce is eligible to the office of 
public weigher. 
The commission- 
eis’ court may unite two or more 
justice precincts for the purpose of 
electing public weighers, and [the 
provision is made for abolishing 
the office of public weigher by an 
election. 
The bond of weighers 
appointed by the governor is fixed 
at $5,000, and the bond of a weigh­ 
er for a justic precinct is placed at 
$2,500. 
The bond must be ap­ 
proved by the commissioners' court, 
must be conditioned for the faithful 
and impartial performance of duty, 
and is made payable to the county 
judge. 
Public weighers are re­ 
quired to take the oath of office, as 
as other precinct officers. 
When twenty bona fide citizens 
of any town, railroad station, or 
other place in his prcinct, make 
application to the weigher to ap­ 
point a deputy for such town, rail­ 
way station or other place, the re- 
qnest must be’granted.
